General Cabell: 

a. Asked Mr, Sheldon to determine -Hbether there was any 
study being made of the methods used by the Viet Minh for «hoppir.^ 
up" their troops in battle. 

b. Mentioned an NSC paper that will be discussed at the 
NSC meeting on 1 April regarding the use of U. S. agricultural 
surpluses for barter to the Soviets. Mr. Wisner recor.imended that 
we find out what Governor Stassen’s line was during the London 
Conferences on East-West Trade. 


Mr. Wisner: 


a. Mentioned his favorable conversation with Senator Falbright 
regarding the Mansfield Bill now before Congress, Mr. Wisner 
further mentioned that there were other members of Congress that 
he may contact in this connection.
